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House of Fraser in Epsom’s Ashley Centre is set to close

The battle is on to save House 
of Fraser in Epsom after 
its planned closure was an¬ 
nounced. 

The store is one of 31 ear¬ 
marked to stay open until ear¬ 
ly 2019, as part of a “rescue 
plan” to save the company fol¬ 
lowing falling sales. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council has said it will try 
to keep the shop in The Ash¬ 
ley Centre, where it has been 
since May 1984. 

Councillor Eber Kington, 
chairman of Strategy and 
Resources, said: “This is very 
disappointing for the town 
centre, and we will work with 
anyone who has access to 
the decision makers control¬ 
ling the company to see if we 
can bring about a change of 
heart. If the closure does go 
ahead, we will want to attract 
a successful quality brand 
name to the Ashley Centre so 
that our residents continue to 
have a great shopping experi¬ 
ence in their home town.” 

The council will speak to 
The Ashley Centre manage¬ 
ment and the new Epsom 
Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict to ensure the space is 
filled quickly, if the store 
closes. 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling expressed similar 
feelings to the council, say¬ 
ing: “This is very disappoint¬ 
ing news for Epsom. 

“I will be working with the 
owners of The Ashley Centre 
and the local council to per¬ 


suade House of Fraser to 
change its mind, and if we 
can’t, to persuade another 
retailer to take this place.” 

The welfare of the cur¬ 
rent staff is also of high 


concern, and the council 
will look for reassurances 
from House of Fraser that 
“appropriate support” will 
be available for them to 
find new jobs. 


A spokesman for House 
of Fraser said: “House 
of Fraser’s store in Ep¬ 
som is among the 31 sites 
that has been identified 
for closure. All 102 staff 


members employed di¬ 
rectly by the company or 
its concessions have been 
notified and will be sup¬ 
ported throughout this 
process.”

Zig Zag earns sanctuary praise

Epsom High Street’s Zig Zag cafe 
has been recognised for creating 
an “atmosphere of welcome” for 
refugees and asylum seekers. 

City of Sanctuary an organisa¬ 
tion supporting the development 
of a network of groups to advocate 
for refugees, awarded Zig Zag “Cafe 
of Sanctuary” status. 

The award was presented to 
owners Syrian entrepreneur Mike 
Georges and his partner Carmen 
Ratoi, from Romania, at a surprise 
ceremony on Friday, June 8. 

Mr Georges said: “We are very 
happy to get the City of Sanctuary 
award. It is a wonderful feeling. It 
is amazing to be part of the great 
team in Epsom, and to be able to 
help and support, with what we 
can, people in need.” 

At the cafe, the owners offer 
refugees and asylum seekers free 
drinks and food, as well as help 
with Arabic translations and, 
as Mr Georges put it, “above all, 
friendship.” 

The cafe is also used as the 


social hub of Epsom Refugee 
Network, which helps refugees 
locally 

Jo Sherring, from the network, 
said: “The Zig Zag Cafe has long 
been a place of solace for refugees 
and those who support them in 
the Epsom area. 

“Mike and Carmen have been 
key players in the Epsom and 
Ewell Refugee Network since 
we launched in 2015 and the 
very practical help they offer 
to refugees and asylum seek¬ 
ers right in the heart of Epsom 
has been a boon to our work and 
is the essence of why we are 
here.” 

The network is also currently 
applying for Epsom and Ewell to 
be recognised as a “Borough of 
Sanctuary”. 

Ben Margolis, from City of 
Sanctuary said: “It is inspiring to 
see how Zig Zag has become such 
an important hub for people seek¬ 
ing sanctuary in Epsom. Mike and 
Carmen are inspirational and ful¬ 
ly deserve this award.

Councillors voice hospital concern 


Councillors unanimously approved a position 
on the future of local healthcare - including on 
plans for Epsom Hospital. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospitals Trust is 
considering scrapping the acute care unit at 
Epsom, and creating a state-of-the-art facility 
either to replace the Epsom unit, or build one 
in Sutton or St Helier. At the Community and 
Wellbeing Committee on June 12, the council 
agreed it must be sited at Epsom. 

Committee chairman Councillor Barry Nash 
said: “While this council is not a final decision¬ 
maker on the future of the borough’s health 
provision, as a community leader we do have to 
ensure the views of residents are heard.” 
Councillors agreed the Sutton and St Helier 
options are “too London-centric”, and they do 
not address the future population rise in the 
borough and east Surrey 
They also agreed a 24-hour A&E unit should 
remain at Epsom Hospital whatever option is 
chosen. 

Cllr Liz Frost said: “If you haven’t at least got 
an A&E, you are talking about people having a 
heck of a long journey and public transport is 


very difficult. For people coming out of London, 
it’s a lot easier for them to travel outwards.” 

The council has previously written to the 
trust - after a summer-long public “engagement 
programme” about the options in 2017 - but can 
now use its new unified position to argue more 
strongly 

Councillor Richard Baker, chairman of the 
Health Liaison Panel, said: “Residents’ views 
are paramount. I hope that they would take 
our representations seriously as we are elected 
representatives of the people.” 

And the council is also asking the trust to 
immediately halt the process of selling off about 
a fifth of the land at Epsom Hospital, to fund 
£20.5million of repairs. 

Cllr Baker said he had heard this described as 
“selling the family silver”. 

He said: “Once they’re sold, they’re sold. We want 
a sustainable 
future for 
the hospital 
site, and the 
sale must be 
opposed.” 


Legal action 
over lighting? 

Council not intending to reverse plan

Campaigners calling for 
street lights to be turned 
back on at night have not 
ruled out legal action against 
Surrey County Council. 

They say they will con¬ 
sider taking legal advice “if 
needed” after being told the 
council has no intention of 
turning the lights back on “at 
this time”. 

Some street lights in the 
county have been switched 
off between lam and 5am 
since March 2017, and since 
then many residents have 
been campaigning for them 
to be switched back on. 

John Lazenby started a pe¬ 
tition last year, and has been 
monitoring crime figures and 
how communities have been 
affected after the switch-off. 

He said crime has risen 
“dramatically” by 35.5 per 
cent between the hours of 
midnight and 5am as a “di¬ 
rect result”. 

His petition, with 645 sig¬ 
natures, was handed over to 
cabinet member for places 
Cllr Colin Kemp on Tuesday, 
June 5. 

An online petition started 
after the switch-off has 7,514 
backers. 

But Cllr Kemp disputed 
how the crime statistics had 
been interpreted saying there 
had in fact been an “overall 
decrease in crime”. 

Responding to the petition 
he said: “With regard to the 
figures provided with and in 
support of the petition and 
the analysis of them, coun¬ 
cil officers have reviewed the 
analysis of the information 
provided by Surrey Police 
and we dispute the interpre¬ 
tation of the information. 

“It is generally accepted 
the data provided by Surrey 
Police is accurate, however

there are a number of incon¬ 
sistencies between these data 
and those presented in the pe¬ 
titioner’s analysis.” 

Cllr Kemp said he will con¬ 
tinue to work with police to 
analyse whether crime had 
been affected by the street 
lights being turned off. 

Mr Lazenby said the re¬ 
sponse to the petition would 
still be fought and stood by 
his claims that crime had 
risen. 

He said: “We will continue 
our fight on behalf of the 
people of Surrey and justice 
will be served. We now intend 
to up the campaign. 

“This will involve expendi¬ 
ture funded by the campaign 


supporters to ensure that all 
Surrey residents are made 
aware of the campaign’s ex¬ 
istence and the lack of care 
being demonstrated by Cllr 
Hodge and his team of senior 
councillors. 

“And, if needed, to pay for 
a good lawyer to raise the 
matter legally and prove that 
our information is correct 
and the lights must be turned 
back on. 

“This is just the 
start.” 

The county council is cur¬ 
rently carrying out consul¬ 
tation with borough and 
district councils over the use 
of LED bulbs on lights still 
switched on.

Abuser in prison

An Epsom child abuser has been 
jailed for 22 years after being 
found guilty of attacks on four 
boys from the 1970s to 1990s. 

Robert Thompson offended 
within his role as an instructor 
at the Thames Young Mariners 
from the mid-1970s into the 1980s, 
Boys’ Brigade leader in Epsom 
from 1972 until 1980, and as a fos¬ 
ter carer from 1987 to 1997. 

One of the victims had this 
statement read out in court: “I 
want to ensure there is no doubt 
in anyone’s mind just how much 
you affected my life in so many 
ways over 20 years of pain, which 
I would not wish on anyone. 

“You damaged my life, of 
which I have only one; your im¬ 
pact and impressions leave deep¬ 
ly disturbing memories that will 
haunt me forever. 

“In my mind you are a danger¬ 
ous, calculating predator who 
knew everything you were doing 
and did not care about the reper¬ 
cussions of your actions. I will 
never forgive you.” 

A statement from another 
victim revealed he tried to kill 
himself, while another said the 
abuse has affected relationships 
throughout his life. 

Previously of Station Av¬ 
enue, Thompson was arrested 
on March 10, 2016, after a report 


made by one of the victims - this 
led to further victims being iden¬ 
tified. 

He was arrested again on July 

6, 2017, and it was discovered he 
had broken his bail conditions of 
not having contact with children. 

That day, he was charged and 
remanded in custody to await tri¬ 
al. Thompson was sentenced at 
Guildford Crown Court on June 

7, having been found guilty of 24 
charges - 22 counts of indecent 
assault and two counts of bug¬ 


gery - against the boys, who were 
all children at the time of the at¬ 
tacks, on May 10. 

Detective Sergeant Simon 
Doyle from the Complex Abuse 
Unit said: “Robert Thomson dis¬ 
played predatory behaviour over 
a number of decades to exploit 
vulnerable boys who placed trust 
in him. 

“He groomed and coerced the 
victims and has had a profound 
and disturbing impact on their 
lives.”

This year, Epsom and St 
Helier staff ran stands and 
activities in the St Helier 
Hospital Renal Department, 
St Helier and Epsom Obstet¬ 
rics and Gynaecology depart¬ 
ments and the South West 
London Elective Orthopaedic 
Centre at Epsom Hospital.

Views sought 
over changes

Public services in Surrey “have to 
change” according to the county council 
leadership, which is asking residents for 
feedback on its plan for the next 12 years. 

A consultation has been launched 
into the Draft Vision for Surrey by 2030, 
aimed at finding out what residents care 
about the most. 

Council leader David Hodge said: “I 
have always been clear that residents 
have to be at the heart of everything we 
do here at Surrey County Council. 

“I have made no secret that we are 
facing huge challenges when it comes 
to providing residents with the services 
and support they need.” 

The consultation asks respondents 
to give various ambitions scores from 
“strongly agree” to “strongly disagree”, 
and then for the three most important. 

So in one question respondents will 
have to choose which three of these am¬ 
bitions they think are most important: 

• Children and young people to be safe 
and feel safe, healthy and make good 
choices about their wellbeing 

•Young people to be equipped with the 
confidence and skills to succeed in life 

• People to live healthy, active and ful¬ 
filling lives, independently in their local 
community with choice and control 

• People to access the right health and 
social care at the right time in the right 
place, and 

• People to access information and ser¬ 
vices to help prevent, reduce and delay 
the need for care and support. 

Cllr Hodge mentioned the cost-cutting 
and “efficiencies” made during his time 
as leader, but the council needs to make 
£250million of savings in the next three

years. A report by council officers from 
when the draft plan was discussed at 
council in May made it clear some ser¬ 
vices might have to re-commissioned or 
cut entirely 

Cllr Hodge said: “This challenge is set 
to get tougher and tougher in the years 
to come. We know the needs of Surrey 
residents are changing. 

“More people are using public ser¬ 
vices than ever before. People are living 
longer, and that’s great, but their needs 
are more complex now. 

“At the same time, we have a duty to 
help the Surrey economy grow, to help 
local businesses thrive, to provide peo¬ 
ple young and old with the skills to find 
the work they want and to create the op¬ 
portunities for them to live healthy and 
fulfilling lives in our beautiful county 

“The truth is we cannot carry on the 
way we have done before. We have to 
change.” 

The consultation will run until Sep¬ 
tember 3, with the 2030 vision to be 
agreed at a council meeting in October.

Charity founder 
gets honour for 
restorative work

Violet Donovan, one of the two 
founders of a local restorative 
justice charity, is among the 
names on the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours List. 

Mrs Donovan, 64, of Clyde 
Road, Sutton, founded The 
Christopher Donovan Trust 
with her husband Ray, 66, after 
their 18-year-old-son Christo¬ 
pher Donovan was murdered by 
three boys. 

Christopher Donovan was 
walking home in Ewell with his 
brother Phil in the early hours 
of Saturday, May 26, 2001 and 
singing the Oasis song Cham¬ 
pagne Supernova, when he was 
set upon by a gang of drunken 
teenagers. Stephen Andrews, 
Ryan Seymour and the third boy 
took turns taking penalty kicks 
at his head and abandoned him 
on the road, where he was struck 
by a car. 

Andrews, who was 21 during 
the trial, Seymour, who was 17, 
and a third boy, who was 16 at the 
time and could not be named for 
legal reasons, were found guilty 
of murder. 

Andrews received a life sen¬ 
tence, and Seymour and the 
16-year-old boy were detained 
during Her Majesty’s pleasure. 

Christopher Donovan was 
killed just a week before his 19th 
birthday and had dreamed of be¬ 
ing a policeman. 

He had been working deliver¬ 
ing pizzas before his death, after 
he was turned down from the 
Army because of his asthma. 

Mr and Mrs Donovan respond¬ 
ed to the tragedy by meeting and 
forgiving the three offenders 
who murdered their son.

Mr Donovan said: “One of the 
boys cried on my shoulder like a 
baby” 

Mr and Mrs Donovan now 
travel around the country vis¬ 
iting schools, prisons and uni¬ 
versities and tell their story to 
students, criminal justice pro¬ 
fessionals and victims of crime. 

The Christopher Donovan 
Trust runs victim awareness 
workshops in prisons, giving in¬ 
mates a chance to meet the vic¬ 
tims whose lives were changed 
forever by their actions. 

“We felt that it was right other 
victims got their voices heard. 
They got the power back.” 

Mr Donovan was with his wife 
when she learnt that she was on 
the Queen’s Birthday Honours 
List. He will have to wait until 
the New Year Honours List to re¬ 
ceive his award because he holds 
an Irish passport. 

“I’ve got to wait until the new 
year because I’m Irish. 

“We were both in the living 


room looking at each other. We 
both opened our letters and 
looked at each other.” 

“It’s taken a few days for to 
sink in. We’ve only just begun to 
realise how wonderful it is. We 
are both thrilled about it.” 

“We knew about it weeks ago 
and we couldn’t tell anyone. 

“My Facebook has been on 
fire. The phone keeps ringing 
every five seconds. 

Mrs Donovan said: “It is really 
wonderful. It’s nice for the char¬ 
ity and being recognised.” 

“It’s not something that hap¬ 
pens to everyone. 

“It won’t change the past. It 
can’t bring Chris back, but hav¬ 
ing this honour is really quite 
lovely” 

If you have been the victim of 
a crime, contact 999 if you are in 
danger or call the police on 101 if 
it is not an emergency.

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Rita, this is your first stage musical and first role 
after playing Roxy Mitchell in EastEnders for 10 
years. I was offered a few musicals but I just said no, I 
didn’t want to do them. But when ‘Legally Blonde’ 
came up I felt I couldn’t say no because it is such a fun 
show. To drag me away from my family it has to be 
worth it. I have to be into it and I am seriously into 
this one! I have two 11-year-old girls so of course I 
know the film, and one of my best friends Duncan 
James (from Blue) was in the stage musical in the 
West End and I went to see it and loved it. Now that 
I’m, doing it, I love it and if I’m having a bad day, 
missing the kids or feeling a bit low, Dr Theatre really 
does sort you right out. There is so much buzz and 
energy you feel great when you go on stage. 

You play Paulette, what is she like? She’s a tart 
with a heart, she’s lived, she’s been through the mill. 
It is definitely my prefered part especially as Lucie, 
who plays Elle, is only offstage for seven minutes in 
the whole production. She is younger and fitter than 
me, so I think this is perfect for me!” 

You got the part in a rather unconventional way, 
didn’t you? I was at a party of a friend and he asked 
me to get up and sing and I said ‘no, I don’t want to 
sing!’ But my husband loves me singing and said ‘do 
it, do it, do it!’ So eventually I got up and sang my 
signature song, ‘Valerie’ (made famous by Amy 
Winehouse) - I always sing the same song. I’m a 
bluesy, rocky singer, which is why the role of 
Paulette is so good for me. The producer of ‘Legally 
Blonde’ was in the audience, somebody told him 
‘she’s leaving EastEnders’, and next day he called the 
director to say ‘we’ve found our Paulete!’ 

Is performing in a stage musical more demanding 
than a TV soap? It’s more physically gruelling than 
EastEnders, which was mentally gruelling, but I look 
after my voice by steaming my throat every day with 
eucalyptus, lavender and thyme, doing a lot of warm¬ 
ups and being careful not to shout. 

Lucie, this is the second time you’ve starred as 


Elle in different productions of Legally Blonde The 
Musical, isn’t it? Legally Blonde is the most fun I 
have ever had on stage in a musical. It truly is an 
amazing show. It’s not just light, fluffy and pink like 
some people think, though. It has much heart and 
moves people more than they expect. With the 
state of the world that we are currently living in, I 
think people are looking for something to escape 
into - and Legally Blonde is just the tonic. You’ll 
come out of the theatre reinvigorated having danced 
in the aisles, you’ll be smiling, we’ll move you and 
even make you cry. 

If you could sum up Elle’s character what would it 
be? Would she be the type of person you would 
be friends with in real life? I have friends who are so 
much like Elle Woods. Elle is amazingly optimistic, 
hard working, driven and wonderfully kind and 
loving. She has a rocky start but who doesn’t? She 
learns quickly that there is more to life than “being 
blonde and being hot” and she accepts everyone for 
exactly who they are. That in itself is reason enough 
to want to be her bestie.” 

Are you a girly girl like Elle Woods? Well, I get my 
nails done when I have time and I do enjoy a good 
pamper day with my friends! 

You’ve acted on stage in many musicals, including 
Ghost, The Wedding Singer, Rent, We Will Rock 
You, An American Psycho, Les Miserables, what’s 
the best thing about acting on stage and the most 
worrying? I have always loved theatre, since I was a 
little kid. My mum would take me to see every 
touring product that came to town - even if it was 
something I wasn’t necessarily interested in. I think 
that is why I have such a broad taste in theatre! I 
LOVE being in a musical.

BOOK CLUB (12A): Let’s talk about sexagenarians. 
Writer-director Bill Holderman’s frothy romantic com¬ 
edy stars Diane Keaton, Jane Fonda, Candice Bergen 
and Mary Steenburgen as life-long friends, who have 
forgotten what it means to grow old disgracefully. One 
leaf through the pages of E L James’s erotic thriller Fifty 
Shades Of Grey, the chosen text for a monthly book 
club, and these likeable heroines are enjoying first- 
date sex on the back seat of a car, slipping Viagra pills 
into a spouse’s beer and inadvertently grabbing 
the crotch of an adjacent passenger on a commercial 
flight. It’s hard to believe that one of the characters in 
the film wouldn’t have secretly read the bestseller in 
that period but Flolderman’s film, which is co-written 
by Erin Simms, doesn’t tarry on matters of likelihood or 
logic. Not when contrivances and coincidences can be 
piled one atop another to provide the four leading ladies 
with predictable subplots that ensure they all reach the 
end credits with willing suitors and a sheen of content¬ 
ment. They are far better than Flolderman’s picture 
deserves. 

SOLO: A STAR WARS STORY (12A): Scripted by Jona¬ 
than Kasdan and father Lawrence, co-writer of The Em¬ 
pire Strikes Back and Return Of The Jedi, the second 
standalone anthology film after Rogue One sketches 
the formative years of the charismatic scoundrel Han 
Solo (Alden Ehrenreich) in comforting, broad strokes. 
Ron Howard captains the hulking ship after director 
duo Phil Lord and Christopher Miller were tossed into 
a sarlacc pit over “creative differences” a few months 
into production. Behind-the-scenes turmoil hasn’t 
manifested noticeably on screen. This gung-ho romp 
of double-crossing criminals is clinical, bookmarked by 
impressively staged set-pieces laden with pyrotechnics 
and special effects. Solo’s name is emboldened in the 
title but he’s the least interesting element and Alden 
Ehrenreich’s performance falls short of the smoulder¬ 
ing, rascally delights of Harrison Ford. Instead, London- 
born actress Phoebe Waller-Bridge shines brightest 
through the digitally rendered gloom as a rebellious 
droid, who is hard-wired to demand equal rights for her 


mechanised kin. “I’ve got a good feeling about this,” 
grins Han as he sits in the captain’s chair for the first 
time. I harboured similar feelings of quiet optimism for 
Howard’s picture but like the mighty Millennium Falcon 
after she emerges from the Kessel run, my expectations 
were badly dented. 

THE BREADWINNER (12A): Hope takes root in the 
barren wilderness of present-day Afghanistan in Nora 
Twomey’s beguiling drama, which was deservedly nom¬ 
inated as Best Animated Feature at this year’s Acad¬ 
emy Awards. Based on the book by Deborah Ellis, The 
Breadwinner is a beautifully crafted and deeply moving 
celebration of the fragile human spirit as seen through 
the tear-filled eyes of a family struggling to make ends 
meet under a brutal regime that subjugates women. 
Twomey’s film doesn’t shy away from depicting the 
intimidation and punishment of female characters in¬ 
cluding one scene of a mother being bludgeoned with 
a walking stick for daring to leave her house without 
a male guardian. Violence is meted out off-screen but 
we hear and feel every sickening blow and share the 
victims’ sense of injustice that silently rages behind their 
swollen and bruised lips. Expressive and vibrant hand- 
drawn visuals alternate between an earthy palette for 
battle-scarred reality and an explosion of retina-searing 
colour for the fantastical fables that family members 
share to temporarily salve their pain. 

SHOW DOGS (PG): Raja Gosnell, director of Beverly 
Hill Chihuahua, collars a buddy cop movie, which is es¬ 
sentially Miss Congeniality on four legs, with dysfunc¬ 
tional canines replacing the beauty queens. Show Dogs 
is a shaggy dog tale of questionable pedigree that will 
probably delight very young audiences, who might gur¬ 
gle with glee at the sight of a Rottweiler (voiced by Chris 
“Ludacris” Bridges) sneakily breaking wind while its un¬ 
suspecting owner (Will Arnett) is soaping its rear. Any¬ 
one with an age in double digits will be less enthralled, 
and grateful that this preposterous undercover sting at 
one of the world’s most prestigious animal shows only 
wags its tail for 92 minutes. The script is poor and cocks 
its leg at plausibility in an opening set piece. Gosnell’s 


picture is all bark and no bite, slobbering over fleeting 
moments of touching emotion. 

THE LITTLE VAMPIRE (U): Richard Claus and Karsten 
Kiilerich’s computer-animated adaptation of the chil¬ 
dren’s book series penned by Angela Sommer-Boden- 
burg doesn’t quite hammer a stake through the heart of 
beloved source material ... but it comes close. Bolted 
together with outlandish action sequences and a sense 
of humour unabashedly aimed at younger audiences, 
The Little Vampire desiccates a familiar yarn of friend¬ 
ship and acceptance between two boys - one mortal, 
the other fanged. Pop culture references will sail over 
the heads of children, who will be more interested in an 
udderly ridiculous vampiric cow, which offers dubious 
comic relief by dive-bombing the film’s pitiful archvil¬ 
lain with fresh dung from its back side. Core messages 
of tolerance and co-operation are draped over every 
frame like bouquets of garlic to ward off evil spirits. 
Fangs for nothing. 

DEADPOOL 2 (15): Directed by “one of the guys who 


killed the dog in John Wick”, Deadpool 2 is a rollicking, 
gleefully irreverent and potty-mouthed sequel, which 
proves you can have too much of a good thing. The 
weight of giddy expectation on David Leitch’s slam- 
bang sequel compels returning screenwriters Rhett 
Reese and Paul Wernick to chase bigger laughs and 
outlandish thrills with tongue-in-cheek contributions to 
the script from leading man Ryan Reynolds. Conse¬ 
quently, these rumbustious two hours are crammed to 
bursting with pop culture references, droll one-liners 
and machine-gun profanities that try a smidgen too hard 
to push an envelope that had already been licked to 
absurdity. For every burst of gags that hits the target 
with laser-like precision, one punchline veers off course, 
and a protracted sequence involving the title character 
waiting for his body parts to regrow is a surreal narrative 
detour too far, even for a franchise that thrives on the 
ridiculous. In a filthy-minded tug of war with the first film, 
Leitch’s sequel comes off a fitfully entertaining second 
best.

Clive Francis stars alongside Stefanie 
Powers in 84 Charing Cross Road at 
Richmond Theatre next week. He gives 
us his perspective on the show... 


This will now be my third voyage down 
Charing Cross Road to mix with the wor¬ 
thy inhabitants at number 84; only this time 
with fresh eye on the production. 

James Roose Evans, who not only clev¬ 
erly adapted the letters in the first place, 
but has directed practically every major 
production in this country and Broadway 
since the plays birth in 1981, has now 
relinquished the reins to director Richard 
Beecham, who has brilliantly assembled a 
cast of actor musicians making up the staff 
of the shop, so that the evening is cleverly 
punctuated with music and song. 

84 Charing Cross Road is a love story 
between two people who never, in the 
twenty years of corresponding with each 
other, actually meet. It is a quietly joy¬ 
ful, meditative portrait between the New 
York screenwriter Helene Hanff and the 
London based bookseller Frank Doel, a 
correspondence that touches them both 
profoundly. 

Frank Doel is a fascinating character 
and being a book collector myself (my 


interest being 20th century English first 
editions), someone I would love to have 
met. His knowledge and passion for book 
collecting is clearly illustrated by the rev¬ 
erential respect shown to him by the own¬ 
ers of every London based bookshop; all 
of whom turned out in force to attend his 
funeral ini968. 

Doel was meticulous to a fault, and 
when he wasn’t racing around the country 
buying up books to replenish the stock of 
Marks and Co, he made it his job to know 
and compare prices of anything of interest 
that might be on offer in those of his rival 
shops too. 

An extremely private man and very pro¬ 
tective of his family he nevertheless strikes 
up an extraordinary plutonic friendship 
with Helene Hanff; a friendship that’s never 
fully realised. It begins quite formally be¬ 
tween bookseller and customer, he refer¬ 
ring to her as ‘Madame’ and she to him 
as ‘Sir.’ By the end all formality is dropped 
and a deep loving understanding between 
them grows. The letters also gives the 


audience an insight into a particular kind of English 
civility that has in effect sadly passed away. 

As actors the difficulty for both myself and Stefanie 
Powers is that we have to conduct this relationship 
without ever once being unable to look at each other; 
a difficult exercise, and yet at the same time, thanks to 
the brilliant way that the letters have been edited and 
adapted for the stage, rewarding. 

People tend to think of 84 Charing Cross Road is a 


two hander. This is not strictly true as we get to know 
and delve into the lives of each member of staff as well, 
who in turn all become as close to Helene Hanff as Frank 
Doyle eventually does. It is an evening full of nostalgia 
and fun and I would like to think timeless.

Only one property in every eight sold in the 
current market succeeds in achieving its 
asking price-while no fewer than 86 percent 
sell for less. 

The figures, from the National Association 
of Estate Agents, apply to March and show 
a marked worsening over the February 
proportion of 74 per cent selling below asking 
price. 

The proportion in March is the highest since 
the association’s data records began in 2013. 

Meanwhile there’s been a small drop in the 
number of house-hunters on estate agents’ 


books - from 309 registered per branch in 
February, to 308 last month. 

But year-on-year, demand for housing is 
down by 22 per cent, as agents registered 
397 house-hunters per branch in March 2017 
and 417 in 2016. 

This drop in buyers contrasts with a rise 
in the the number of properties available per 
branch - it’s increased from 35 in February, to 
40 in March. 

There was no consolation from first time 
buyers sales, despite the Chancellor’s move to 
exempt most of them from stamp duty; sales 



to FTBs by three percentage points to 26 per cent in 
March, down from 27 per cent in January and 29 per 
cent in February. 

“Earlierthis month, Zoopla research showed that on 
average, houses are being sold for almost £25,000 
less than asking price, which our findings echo. A record 
number of properties sold for less than asking price in 
March, indicating that buyers have shifted into the power 


seat” says Mark Hayward, chief executive of NAEA 
Propertymark. 

“This is music to house-hunters’ ears - especially 
first-time buyers. Although sales to the group have 
fallen, the fact that the market is moving in the favour of 
buyers may trigger an upward swing in the number of 
sales agreed as they’re in a position to negotiate lower 
prices” he adds.

What Can I Do If My Tenant 
Won’t Allow Access?

You’d be forgiven for 
thinking you can enter 
your buy-to-let property 
when you want, it’s your 
property after all. But 
unfortunately, this is 
not the case. Whilst it’s 
frustrating for a tenant to 
deny you access - whether 
for a legal obligation or 
to carry out a viewing 
- it’s a tenant’s right to 
deny you access to the 
property whilst they 
reside there. Tenants 
have the right to quiet 
enjoyment - this means 
they are legally entitled 
to live in the property 
without interference from 
the landlord, or anyone 
representing them. 


Essentially, although 
you own the property 
you cannot treat it this 
way once a tenancy is 
granted. The Protection 
from Eviction Act 1977 
also protects tenants 
from harassment and 
eviction, so be careful 
about how you approach 
your tenants for access. 
The most important thing 
to remember about access 
is that whilst to you this is 
your buy-to-let property, to 
a tenant it’s their home. Be 
respectful, communicate 
and be flexible when 
arranging access. Explain 
why you need access and 
don’t assume that you 
can enter whenever you 
please, you must have 
the tenant’s confirmation 
to avoid any tricky legal 
situations. Viewings can 



be particularly tricky if 
your tenant doesn’t want 
to allow access, download

IN a market full of family 
hatchbacks determined to 
become SUVs, it’s rather 
refreshing to find a product with 
the opposite perspective. 

Citroen’s C4 Cactus started out 
in 2014 as the brand’s offering 
to buyers in search of a compact 
crossover. 

Now it’s re-invented itself as 
a more conventional family 
hatchback, but one with a rather 
unique perspective on life. 

‘Comfort’, the advertising around 
this car proclaims, ‘is the new 
cool’. Perhaps. It’s certainly a 
virtue that used to characterise 
this Gallic brand in the days 
of legendary models like the 
Traction Avant, the 2CV and the 
DS. 

In more recent times when 
Citroens became little more 
than re-badged Peugeots, that 
selling point was sacrificed, but 
the company’s resurrecting it 
now with its so-called ‘Advanced 
Comfort’ programme. 

In the C4 Cactus, this delivers 
super-supportive ‘Advanced 
Comfort’ seats and a clever new 
suspension system using what 


the marque calls ‘Progressive 
Hydraulic Cushions’. There’s also 
a smarter, more spacious-feeling 
cabin, extensive personalisation 
opportunities, much improved 
safety provision and a strong 
range of engines, including the 


PureTech 110 petrol unit. 

Rarely has a car been so 
characterised by a single styling 
feature as was the original version 
of this model. At its launch in 
2014, the so-called ‘Airbump’ 
panels, slavered over its sides 


like slabs of Dairy Milk chocolate, 
were all people wanted to talk 
about. 

The Airbumps haven’t 
disappeared entirely with this 
revised model, but they’ve shrunk 
in size to a point where people 


will probably no longer notice 
them. 

Inside, the changes made to 
create this improved model 
are less obvious - until you 
start to inspect the generously 
proportioned ‘Advanced Comfort’ 


seats, which are completely new 

Otherwise, the minimalistic 
cabin with its designer flourishes 
remains much as before. So 
you get door handles inspired 
by leather luggage straps and 
what is probably my favourite 
feature, this huge, stylised lidded 
glovebox - Citroen likes to call it a 
‘Top Box’. 

The reason it’s so big is that 
the dashboard doesn’t have to 
swallow a passenger airbag, 
this feature instead moved up to 
the roof where it’s mounted just 
under the headlining. 

In the back, extra elbow room 
has been freed up through the 
use of re-sculpted door panels 
and there’s still a spacious 
boot, offering 358-litres and 
extendable to 1,170-litres with the 
rear bench folded. 

The original C4 Cactus was the 
car that rejuvenated the Citroen 
brand and paved the way for 
the more distinctive C3 and C5 
models that followed it. 

Has it lost a little of its ‘joie 
de vivre’ in this revised guise? 

Not really. It’s just a little less 
eccentric.

“The games are played on Satur¬ 
days, so it will give us something differ¬ 
ent and I’m sure the players will be able 
to compete at the level and still have a 
good season in the National League. 


“It will be interesting to have the 
possibility of visiting new grounds, 
and I’m sure the supporters will be 
keen to get involved with as well.” 

The Scottish Challenge Cup was 
established for season 1990/91 to 
mark the Scottish Football League’s 
centenary The current holders of the 
Irn-Bru Cup are Inverness Caledonian 
Thistle, who beat Dumbarton 1-0 in 
this year’s final back in March.

A total of 18 athletes from Epsom & Ewell 
Harriers qualified to represent their dis¬ 
tricts in the Surrey Schools Athletics 
Championships in Kingston, performing 
with distinction to take home seven med¬ 
als, writes Stuart Flack.
